Oaths upon the Floly Evangeliſls, Solemn Examinations before his Sacred 
Majeffz, and his moſt Honourable Privy Courcil, and afterwards in the 
Houſe of Pecrs, ( one of the moſt Auguſt and Honowrable Conrts under 
Heaven) the legal Proceedings of Sworn Fudzer and Furits, in Cale of 
Life and Death), and the Execution of Convidted Murtherers, are matters 
which as they ſhould not raſhly be determuned of, cenſur'd, queſtioned 
or medled with by any private perſons ; {o much leſs ought they to bz 
made the common Theams of wanton Droll, and (currile Baffoonry. 

But leſt any already ſhould have forgot, or in after times be ignorant 
of the matire Cantions, vigilant and prudent Proceedings uſed in the Ex- 
aminations touching the Diſcovery of the before-mentioned Gentlemans 
Murther, and againit thoſe Executed for the fame, and other publick 
Tranſattions that have ſince happened, relating thereunto ; Ithink ir 
convenient in the firſt place to give a a brief, yet true and impartial ſtate, 
of the matter of Fa@. 

On the 6th of September, 1678, 7 itus Oates Cid repair to Sir Edmundbury 
Godfr:y, being one of his Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace, and before him 
did {wear to his Information touching the Popiſh Plor ; yer without per- 
mitting him then to read the Particulars, only aſſuring him in genera! 
that'it contained matter of T reeſon, and other high Crimes ; and that his 
Majclty had a Copy of it. On the 28th day of the ſame month rwo more 
of the fid Copies were {worn to by the {11d Oates before Sir Edmanabury 
Godfrey who then would needs keep one of them, having never beſore 
peruſed the ſaid Information. [| See Mr. Chriſtopher Kjrkby's Narrative of 
the Diſcovery of the Popiſh Plst to his Majeity , p. 2. and 3. 

On the 12th of Ofover — Sir Edmundbary going forth as he 
uſed to do, and not returning at night, not being heard of for ſeveral days, 
his Servants, Friends, and the whole Town were much alarmed thereat ; 
But many Stories were induſtrioufly buzz'd upand down about him ; Tor 
cannot bu! remember ( faith the Reverend Dr. Lloyd, now Biſhop of St. 
Aſaph, in his Funeral Sermon, Oz#eb. 3x1. which was before any Diſco- 
very made of the Murtherers) Tos canner but remember the duſt that was 
raiſed in the week wh-n the ſearch ſhould have been made ; T hoſe Calumnies, 
and thoſe varicus Reports that went about it, were on purpoſe 10 hinder the 

Diſcovery: © One r-hile he had withdrawn himſelf for Debt, another while 
h: was Married, 424 not wery decently; another whil: he was run away 
with a Rarlot, evez what the Father of Lies pat into their Heads ; at laſt 
when thy kre'w what they intended to do with him, they prepared you toexpett 
it by zivizz out, THAT HE HAD KILLED HIMSELF; 
you know hw impatient they were to have this believed ; Þ was told it ſome 
Hos befd2e the Diſcovezy, that he was forind with his own Sword 
through his Body, 07 hers con/d rel! that he had two mounds about him; 
Theſe things were found tobe true lome Hours after. (So far that excellent 
and Reverend Perſon.) | | 

* For on Thurſday, Ob. 17. near the Evening, the Body was acci- 
dentally found ina Ditch,near Primroſe-Hil,with his Sword run through 
him, his Gloves and Scabbard lying not far off on the Bank, Gold and Sil- 
ver in his Pocket, nothing miſſingbut his Band and Papers. 

The next day the Coroner haviBg' impanelled a ſury, and viewed 
the Body with the Aſſiſtance of two able Chirurgeons, the Inqueſt found

upon their Oaths, that certain Malefattors unknown teloniouſly and of 
their Malice prepen(ed, had ſizangled and choaked him, whereof he dy: 
cd; Whereupon his Majelty iſued torth his Proclamation for diſcovering 
and apprehending the Murtherers, with a gracious Propoſal of Five hun- 
dred Pound Reward, and Pardon to any ore of them ſhould diſcover tlic 
reſt. 

Sometime after Mr. W:l;am Bedloecoming in, did, (amongſt other 
things relating to the Popiſh Plot) make ſome diſcovery touching this 
Murther : But molt part of what he depoſed therein, was but the words 
of others, viz. what Le Phair, Pritchard, Welſh, Kypins and another, 
(all &ve Jeſuirs) had told him; only as to his own knowledge he wore 

- that he ſaw the Body after it was Murthered, lyein a Room at S#mmcr- 
ſer-houſe on Monday night, Ob. the 14th. 

On the 21 of Decer-. following, one Miles Pranze, a Gold-ſmith in 
Princes Street, and then a Roman Catholick, was upon the ſuſpicions of 
one of his Lodgers er Neighbours, ſuggeſting that he had lain out of his 
houſe abour that time of Goafreys Murther, though in Truth the ſame was 
a fort-night before ) taken up dy a Warrant and waiting in the Lobby b, 
the Parliament Houle in order to be examined, Bed/oe coming by, an4 
not knowing that he was already in Cuſtody defirecd that he might be {e- 
cured, and charg'd him poslirively to be concerocd in that Murcher, rc- 
membriag his face again, as being one preſeat when the dead Body was 
ſhewn to him the ſaid Bealve as atoreſaid. 

And the next day, and the dayes following Prance diſcovered the Cir- 
cumitancos ofthe Murther from his own knowledge, charging Giral4 and 
K#lly, (two Popiſh Prieſts) and Green, B-rry and H:!}; ro have been aftu- 
ally concerned therein, which three laſt were ſound, bur the two Prieſts 
and one Vernas (who was charged as Privy tothe Marther ) made their 

eſcapes, and tothis day ſtand 9#:/awed for thar Murther and Felony. 

Both B: dloe and Prance were divers times Examined before his Sacred 
Majeſty, and the Couucil, before Commitres of Lords and Commons, 
and the Bar of either Houle %of Parliament, and all appeared ſo well fa- 
tisfied in the Coherence and truth of their Evidence, that the five hun- 
dred Pound Reward promiſed to the firſt Diſcoverer, was accordingly paid 
to Bedtve, and alſo both their Pardons were granted, and ir was rhoughr 
fit to bring the ſaid Green, Berry and Hil{ rotheir Tryal, where at ihe 
_ Kings Bench Bar the 1othof Febrwrry, £679 after a full and fair hearing, 
upon the Evidence of the ſaid Bealoe, and Praxce, and upon the Oaths of 
ſeveral other Witneiles, corrob orating the lame in divers material points, 
and upon hearing what could be objefted about Praxces pretended Retra- 
Qion, and what elſe could be alledged either againſt the Evidence, or 
for the Priſoners; They wereall three found guilty by a Jury of Knights 
and Gentlemen of good Qualiry. 

And tis remarkable, Thatthe Court was ſo fully ſatisfied, that when 
the” Verdi was given, Sir Williams Scroggs then Lord Chiet Juſtice, pub- 
lickly exprefled it in theſe Words : 

Gentlemen, Tow bave found the ſame Verditt that I would have found if 
had been one with you ; and if it were the lait Words that I were to ſpeat in 
this World, T ſhould have prowourced them GUILTY (Tryal.p. 86.)

Adcordiogly the ſaid three Perſons were ſoon after Executed 
ard rhough ( accordingto'the uſual manner of perſons of their Reli- 
gion, after Abtolution, e(pecially where the Honour ot their Church is 
concerned) they pleaded Innocency to the laſt; yet the tormal Speech 
found in his Pocket, with the very words whereot hebegan to harangue, 
and went on as {ar aS he had Con'd i# by Heart, which was teſtified by his 
own Wife not to be ot his writing ; and in it ſelf ſhewed a malicious 
Spirit in the Inditer towards the Evidence and the Court, in Language 
above Hills capacity, makes it moſt probabte that their denials were only 
the Dittares and InjunQticns of fome of their Priefts, See Hills Speech,

Here by the way it may be noted, Thar whereas the P APIST'S have

141. has this Gloſs——Tos canner forget what Stickling there was amon 
the true Proteftants themſelves, to = the Papiſts of the Murder, and turnit 
upor that Noble Earl, who is known to be a Lake of the Church of En-. 
oland, even of the higheit form——That the Earl isa Proteſtant, I never- 
heard denyed, But the OBSERY ATOR would have done well to have 
n4tmed thoſe true Proteſtants that made this Stickling to caſe the Papiſts, 
and burchen that Noble Lord; He ſays indeed, Numb.

charitabie- Sentiments in their private tho yet as they are-imbarqued 
in that Church, where the only Compaſs they {ail by, is to believe im-, 
plicitly as the Church believes, thaugh they do nor explicitly under- 
ſtand what it is, they are tyed up to believe any particular Dogma's ob- 
truded upon them by their Ghoſtly Fathers. Moſt true and notable to 
this purpoſe are the words of the late Lord Chief Juſtice S:rogps, at the 
Tryal of G:e-n, cc. Fo], 83. Tou ninft ſay and believe as your Prieſt 
will have you ; ana in ſuch Aftions as theſe, as your Prieft [1 efts to you, 
fo does the Dewi to your Prieſts : Tou are oy the matter Neelfoares to what 
th'y will have you think, for though your Priefts preach up Freedom of Wit, 
yer they allow none to the Underſtanding ; they hold you may 'do good or 
evil, but mill not ſuffer you to underſtand Right and Wrong, for you cannot 
be perfetty theirs, 1 b,. bave any thing of your own to guide your ſelves 
by. I know that every body of that Party is apt to ſay, their Prieſts own no ſach 
thing : But it s Notdnoufly known to all the Wozld, that they both 
pzint and it : What, ſball any of you diſpute the Power of a Pope, 
ſaith « Jeſuite, or of the Pope and Council, ſay the moſt moderate Prieſts ? 
Have you poner to ſay, how far jou will be a Papift, and how far nt? Tou 
may 4s well bound the Sea, and bid it go ſo far and no farther, as Limit the 
Popes Authority. ——No Gentlemen ! 'Tis the fautt of your Doftrine, and "tis « 
monſirous Miſtake in you, if you think that you have any power over yoar ſelves 
whilſt you continue in their Perſwaſion: ——Let no man tell -me, Oh Sir ! We 
deſire none of theſe Miſchi:fs you talk of ; VVhat, not if Religion requires it, 
or if the Pope ſays it dves ? Hath not the Council of Lateran defined that every 
Popiſh Prince ought to root out Hereſie, upon pain of Damnation ? Can you go 
and tell the Pope how far you will believe, or what you ought to do ? Vou may as 
well t«[l me, that if he were once with us, and had the Power he once had; he 
would leave us to Our Selves ; and that if he had the ſame Ability, - be would 
xot have the ſame Tyranny. 

I ſhall conclude this particular with that Aﬀeyeration of the Judicious 


King James, in his Speech Novemb. 1605. That as it is not impoſſible * 
butmany honeſt men ſeduced with ſome Errozs of Popery, may pet 
remain good and fairhful Subjects © Soon the other pare, none that

This being ſo, the Obſervators laft-Limitation, that we muft prove ſach

Some of the fore.mentioned Allegatians are indeed very frequent 
in-the Mouths and Writings of the Jeſuires, and orcher Emiſſaries of 
Rome, when they would colourably Excuſe their Party ; But %is mat- 
ter of Surprize to find chem mutter'd up, and inſiſted upon by a' pro- 
feſt Proteſtant Gentleman, who could not but know how falſe and fri- 
volous they: have been proved by ſundry of our Learned Church-mens 
unanſ{werable Polemicks. 

Therefore though I have as much value and deference for the Obferva- 
tors Perſon, and that Figure he makes in the World, as I ought to have ;

Nay, he is nor only dumb himſelf of that (i e of his Mouth, but would 
Mazz/e all others too, ——_ all ſuch as ſhall decry Popery, or 
ſpeak of any danger from that Coalt, to be Enemies to the Government 
and Church of Fnoland ; And why 1 beleech you ? Becauſe ſome ill 
men have heretofore maſqued ſeditious deſigns with that pretext: A 
Goodly Reaſon ! As if the Shepherds (in the Fable) having been once or 
rwice deceived with the Boys falſe Alarm, that the Wolf was coming, were 
bound not to bel:eve when he came indeed, and made aRual havock of 
their choiceſt Lambs. 

The Commons: Houſe of that Long and Loyal Parliament, which began 
the eighth of May 16#rt. and was continued above ſeventeen years, did 
on the 29th of April, 1678. ( many months before Oats and his Plor, as 
the Obſervator 15 pleaſed to call it, were heard of) complained of the 
danger ariſing to this Kingdom from the reſtleſs endeavours of Prieſts 
and Jeſuits, and other Popiih Recuſants ; and in their reaſons drawn uv 
tor a Conference with the Lords on that ſubjet, amongſt other things 
they ſpeak of ſome Perſons Popiſbly inclined, that had got in Commiſſion, 
and that in ſeveral Counties many Proteſtant Diſſenters had been indifted 
under the Notion of Popiſt# Recuſants, and the Penalties Levyed upon 
them, when the Papiſts there, had been either rotally or for the moſt 


part diſcharged ; which they attributed to the Remiſsneſs of ſome Offi- 


cers and Miniſters of Juſtice. 

Now I defire the Obſervator to tell us whether thoſe Loyal Senators, 
were Whizgs or Trimmers, or diſaffefted to the Government and Church 
of En2land ? If he ſay they were, he will no doubr ſay the ſame of 
all the Commons Aſembled in Parliament at any time ever ſince Queen 
Maries days ; if he will acknowledge them to be the Honeſt Loyal Prote- 
ſtant Church of Exz/and-Gemttemen, then it will follow both that the 
Papiſts are a dangerous ſort of Cattle; and that before Oats made diſco-

Befides, the Pick- pockets ſometimes Cry, Look to your Purſes; Yet 
I hope there's no harm in the Caution, nor does. it follow, that he is al. 
ways a Knave that gives it, but rather 2 Fool that will not take it : 
Whereas the Advancing of fuch a Conceit, that none but Whjggs ever 
apprehended or ſp:ak of Dangers from: the Papifts, is not only an inſuf- 
ferable Scandal to the Church of England, and leading to her Ruine, ( for 
tis not ſo much the Crauſbing of the Phinaticks, as Her Subverſion, that the 
Roman Party really aims at ) but alſo tends direQtly to the Encouraging 
Popery, the Eluding of the moſt neceſſary Laws made for its Suppreſſion, 
and diſcouraging of inferiour Magiſtrates and Officers, from putting them 
in Execution. He is certainly unworthy of the Name of 2 Loyel Soz of 
the Church of Enz/and, that is not an Enemy to the DoQtrines and Pra- 
Etices of Papiſts, and does not upon all occaſions as impartially, readily, 
and effeQtually puniſh their Recuſancy, as he *does that of the Diener: ; 
ſeize Popilſh Priefts as diligently as Non-Con Miaiſters : and is not as

Sure I am, 1t ever the Papilts ſhould get the uppermoſt, they would 
make no ditterence between a Church,of Eng/andProteitant, and the er- 
rantelt Phanatick. The Reverend Rzdlcy that was for retaining the vuſiial 
Veſt ments and Ceremonies, as well as the zealous Hooper that declined the 
uſe of them, were both burnt in one and the ſame year; Thole that now 
Reproach each other to the wounding of Charity and Peace, with the 
odious Names of Whiggs and Tories, if they» will not all become down- 
right thorow pac'd Papyjts, mult expe to minole therr Blood and dſbes at 
the ſame Stake : And therefore, I ſee no Realon why we thould make any 
difterence in favour ot Papyſts, beyond other Diſſenters.

For what elle mean his contiaval Excitement to Rygour, and exclaiming 
againlt all Moaeration or fair Treatment to ſuch of the ſaid Protcitant- 
Difſenters as. joyn themlelves to the Eſtabliſhe Church ? Are not ſuch 
Courles likely ro harden People in their ' mi{-conceived Prejudices ? Can 
any thing more prevail with men, and eſpecially &g/;/b Men, than Me- 
thods ot Addreſs and Kyjnareſs? And if in any Caſe, certainly in matters 
Religious ought Love, and Compaſhon, and mutual Coundeſceations to 
be practiſed ; and if rowards any, much more to ſuch as we find incli- 
nable and we” 1 Bur *ris no very inviting Entertainment, if when 
men do honeſtly frequent the Church and Sacraments, they muſt yet, and 
for that very reaſoa, do pennance in the Obſervators Black Sheer, and be 
ſtill vents for Hypocrites. But why, good Mr. Obſervatcy | may not a 
Proteftant-Diſſenter, reclaimed and Conforming, be ſuppoled to ARt as 
conſcientiouſly as a Conforming Papilt? To the latter you never Obje&t 
Hypocrifie, or Caution the Church or the Government againſt him as 
dangerous ; Thugs always bred a Papiſt and ſtill aſſociating with ſuch, 
yer if he has qualified himſelf a Proteſtant according to Law, ifany one 
talk of his being Poviſhly affected, he is an Enemy to the Governmeac 
and the Church, ſays the Obſervator ; and why not He too, ſay I, that 
calls all the Conforming.

they ſhould ſy» ir, 4s an Argument' of their purpoſe and Refolbtion to 
be more faittiful to him hereafter tharithey had proved to his Father, and 
though they were told rhat fuch Jeripeies muſt be the only Mcdiamto 
procure them that $4 from the penal Laws which they deſired, © Walſb 
biden þ.

| Kecordingly their Synod met at Dublin, which began the eleventh of 
June 1666. and continued to fit fifteen days, but 7» all that rime could by no 
arguments or,perſwaſions be prevailed wirh to paſs this i/znocent and moſt 
juf# and neceſſary Declaration, and ſo were commanded to diſſolve by the 
Lotd Lieutenant. The reaſon of which their prodigious ob#inacy, is 
thus rendred by the faid Father Walſb ( who was all along preſent, a 
Principal Member of that Convention, and who uſed a world of pains to 
have perſwaded them to approve it) They had (faith he) before 
obſtinately reſolved ag1inſt all Reaſon ; The Miracles and Revolutions they 
expelted from the year 1666. Their Forreign Intelligence and Expedtations, 
4nd their Lying Prophecies at home, with many other vain be. of 
their own, fixed them unalterable;, Theſe are Walſhes own words, p..703. 
Here were MIR ACLES and REVOLUTIONS, /that is a Change of 
Government, and a Re-eltabliſhment of the Roman Catholick Religion ) 
firmly lookt for that year. Here was FORREIGN INTELLIGENCE 
td that purpoſe held about the matter, and from thence VAST EXPE- 
CTATIONS (His Majeſty then aCtually engaged in a War with France) 
And therefore they would not ſo far oblige the Kzzg, or diſoblige the 
Pope in ſo hopeful a junQture, as to ſubſcribe this honeſt Profeſſion of 
Obedience to their Soveraign ; ſo very favourably worded as aforeſaid. 
Behold here an illuſtrious and zever tobe forgotten Precedent of the {> 
much boaſted Loyalty of Papiſts. And let the Obſervyator take notice, theſe 
were the Anthoritative Proceedings of a'whole National Council of Po. 
piſh Clergy-men; And withal let the Proteſtant Reader remember thar 
this was in that very year 1666. (wherein about two months after thisCa-
